Continuous attacks and counter at- 
tacks iby one side or the other and 
brisk fighting from house to house in 
the streets occurred daily, the Ger- 
mans having frequent recourse to 
their heavy artillery, 


The French, the etatement contin- 
ues, finally gained the upper hand 
and on February 18 “he Germans 


were definitely driven from the height 
of the Signal of Xon and from Norroy. 


“Despite the German communica- 
tion,” the statemeént adde, “the enemy 
did not evacuate Norroy of his own 
accord, For more than an hour on 


February 18, the fighting was exceed- 


ingly flerce and we entered Norroy at 
the point of the bayonet The Ger- 
mans tried hard, but could neither 
hold Norroy nor the siqpes of tho 
Signal of Xon, todies of Germans 
in large nunvbers were of men ‘bhe- 
longing to five different units. By the 
implertance of thelr forces, the Ger- 
mans showed the value they attached 
to this advanced point of our line, 
hut, despite all efforts were finally

Sir 
Wilfrid said, in commenting on 
the Premier’s statement of the 
reason for: the Honourable 
Pelleticr’s resignation, that it had 
been supposed that he had resign- 
ed because of differenges with his 
colleagues in regard to military 
assistance to the Empire, Another 
suggestion was, that his resigna- 
tion followed the refusal of the 
Minister of Railways to connect 
the Transcontinental railway in 
the Valley of the St. Lawrence to 
the Transcontinental shops in the 
Valley of the St. Charles by a tun- 
nel under the city of Quebee. The 
Premier's statement showed these 
rumours to be unfounded and 
alarmed the friends of Mr, Pelle- 
tice regarding the state of his 
health.
